PRETORIA STILL SHROUDED IN MYSTERY 


French Had to Fight to Win Position North 


of Johannesburg 


Boers in East of Free State Reported to be Surrounded by British 


and Baautos, Heilbron Occupied After Hard Fighting, Eruger 


Said to be at Middle of Delagoa Bay Railroad, London 


Acts as if the War was Over 


Curiusly enough the week ends with 


very indefinite and unsatisfactory in- 
formation relative to the main opera- 
tions of Lord Roberts. Pretoria cer- 
tainly is not yet occupied by the Brit- 


ish, and the latest dispatch made pub- 
lic from the British commander-in- 
chief, dated last Thursday, does no 
more than locate General French at a 
"place" north of Johannesburg. 
Since 


to gain that place he had to do con- 
siderable fighting, and since informa- 
tion from other sources is to the effect 
that there is at least 10,000 Boers south 
of Pretoria, it may be inferred that the 
British advance upon and occupation 
of the Transvaal capital is mot to be 
the easy affair prophesied a few days 
ago. If conditions at Johannesburg did 
not require Lrard Roberts to halt, it is 
likely that yesterday and today he Bas 
been busily engaged with the enemy, 
disputing his entrance into Pretoria. 


London, June 2—Popular opinion has 


proclaimed the advent of victory! and 
whatever happens henceforth in South 
Africa will interest the British public 
but little. 


The nation has made up its mind that 


the war is over, the prestige of British 
arms restored, Kruger is vanquished, 
priceless territory has been annexed, 
humanity has not been staggered and 
that, led by "Bobs," Great Britain's 
army fulfilled the most optimistic ex. 
pectations. 


It is scarcely surprising1 in view of 


the bewildering rapidity of Lord Rob- 
erts' progress during the past week, 
that the anxiety attendnnt «pon the 
initial reverses of the war are com- 
pletely forgotten in the Jubilation of to- 
day, or that the troubles still ahead for 
the army in South 
Africa 
receive 


scarcely a passing thought. 


Nevertheless, among the few serious- 


minded, who have intimate knowledge 
of the Boers and the plans of the war 
office there exist grave apprehensions 
about developments in the near future. 
In the systematic retreat of the Boers 
they see the possibility of long-drawn 
out guerilla fighting, treks in Rhodesia, 
internal disorganization in the 'Trans- 
vaal due to bandits and the thousand 
and one lawless elements that may 
evolve themselves from the fieterosren- 
eous army after it ceases to be an or- 
ganized body. 


Some of the best authorities in South 


African matters say that Major Gen- 
eral Frederick Carrington's work in 
Rhodesia may only begin when Lord 
Roberts finishes. Such speculation, 
however, can only be left for time to 
prove, and this1 war, so far abounded 
in surprises which* have completely up- 
set the surtnizer and even those best 
fitted to express opinions. 


Probably the most reasonable fore- 


cast of the immediate developments in 
the Transvaal can be gained be re- 
viewing the events in the Free State 
or Orange River Colony, There, though 
the country Is formally; annexed U <« 
subjected to a winnowing process by a 
long line of British) troops and virile 
opposition still «|5cists. The prepond- 
erance of numbers is bound eventually 
to reduce the inhabitants to subjection

Boxers of Hunan are on their way north 
to reinforce their brethren in Pe Chi Li, 
tt may be said that the anti-foreign ac- 
tivity of this society now extends 
through China on a line that is 850 milea 
Ions;. The scenes ol their numerous 
murders and outrages within the past 
«lgbt months extend over a territory that 
measures 350 miles north and south, 
from southwestern Shan-Tung to the 
neighborhood of Pekin. The width of 
the territory in whien outrages have 
been reported varies from about 75 miles 
In Sban-Tung to about 170 miles in the 
latitude of Tien Tain. 


In other words, as near as can be esti- 


mated from the reports as to the lo- 
calities where the Boxers have mur- 
dered native Christians and destroyed 
their property or that of tbe mission sta- 
tions, this series of outrages has ex- 
tended over an area of about 3000 square 
miles, and the area has been increasing 
very rapidly within the past few weeks. 


The most rece-nt report says that the 


Boxers have killed eight Methodist mis- 
sionaries. No definite details with re- 
gard to these alleged murders have been 
received. If the report is true they have 
departed from their policy, which has 
been to let the missionaries alone. To be 
•ure, a small party of Boxers in Decem- 
ber laat murdered Rev. Sydney Brooks 
In Shan-Tung, but this crime appears to 
have been committed without the ap- 
proval of the leaders of the movement. 


The Boxers did not desire early in their 


offensive operations to incense the 
powers so far as to cause their direot 
"intervention for the restoration of order, 
and so they have waged their war upon 
foreigners only by killing native Christ- 
ians and destroying mteaion property at 
out-Btationa, while stopping short ot 
•bedding the-blood of white men. 


Washing-ton, June 2.—The state depart- 


ment has received a letter from Delegate 
Flynn of Oklahoma, transmitting a com- 
plaint from un American exhibitor at the 
Paris exposition alleging that space for 
exhibits in the American section is being 
openly disposed of for a pecuniary con- 
sideration. As was done in the cas* of 
other allegations teceived at the state 
department touching administration of 
the American exhibit these particular 
charges have been referred to United 
States Commissioner Peck at Paris fpr 
report.

Readjustment of price quotations to 
meet the changed conditions of supply 
and demand are still the leading fea- 
tures of general trade. In volume the 
business doing is of a between seasons' 
character, improvement in some lines 
being counterbalanced by increased 
dullness in other branches. That the 
basic conditions of the trade are in the 
main of a favorable nature, however, is 
proved by the continued good railroad 
earnings returns which come to hand* 


The general trade situation, in fact, 


Is not really as poor as has been re- 
ported in some quarters, nor, /on the 
other hand, is it as good as was ex 
pected. Some fwither liquidation has 
been noted in cotton, and the price haa 
sunk to 9 cents. In textiles the situation 
is rather depressed, although some im- 
provement in re-orders for dry goods is 
noted at leading jobbing centers. 


Manufacturers of woolen goods are 


out of the market for raw wool, and ths 
outlook at present favors the light 
weight woolen season opening at lower 
values. 


Boots and shoes are dull; and a num- 


ber of eastern factories are short of or- 
ders. Calfskin leather has been in good 
demand at the west, but harness and 
eole leather are rather weaker a*d hidea 
are also lower. 


The hand-to-mouth domestic demand 


for iron and steel continues, but the 
number of small orders received is taken 
to indicate that consumers are practical- 
ly bare of stocks, and any general shut- 
down for a month's time, such as is pro- 
posed, might lead to a scramble for sup- 
plies. Export business continues good, 
though limited by the scarcity of freight 
room. 


Relatively the best trad* reports still 


come from the Pacific coast, where 
Alaskan outfitting and the Asiatic trader 
are reported .active, and where the crop 
situation is also exceptionally good. 


Business failures for the week num- 


ber 135, as compared with 167 last week, 
128 in this week a year ago, 178 in 1898, 
192 in 1837 and 236 in 1896.

It re- 
quires a two-thirds vote und*r the con- 
stitution to adopt an amendment to the 
constitution. 
The vote atood: Ayes, 


154; 
nays, 131. The affirmative vote 


therefore was 38 short of the requisite 
two-thirds, 192. 


Five Democrats. Messrs. Campbell 


(Mont.), Naphen (Mass.), Scudder (N. 
Y.), Slbley (Penn.) and Thayer (Mass.) 
lind onu silvente, Mr. Newlands (N&v.), 
voted with the Republicans for the reso- 
lution, and two Republicans, Mr. Loud 
(Cal.) and Mr. McCall (Mass.) with the 
Democrats against it.

These two great extensions with the 
radiating polar rays made the eclipse 
all that the mind could conceive of in 
the way of magnificence, even if the 
thin, crimson atmosphere was not vis- 
ible to the naked eye. 


The central fact about the immediate 


•effect of the eclipse on the weather 
was that it was largely psychological, 
not physical, the actual change of the 
thermometer being about two degrees 
for the change in the temperature of 
the air during totakty, falling from 69 
to 07 degrees, while tbe barometer was 
only affected in the thousandth part of 
an Inch, ranging from 30.101 inches be- 
fore to 30.108 at the moment of total- 
ity, falling again to 30.105 at 8:5& The 
thermometer at totality was, however, 
'about 4 degrees below what It should 
have been bad the sun not been ob- 
scured, and its weakened rays affected 
(the diurnal rise In temperature, which 
>at the time of totality, 8:53, would 
ihave reached 71 degrees.

Tbe mere fact, however, that the 


burning light of tt» sun was removed 
from- one's face made the physical chill 
fieem much greater than the actual 
chilLof the air, and. since,, by the usual 
association^of Ideas, the abseucrof tbe 
sun's raye, tbe falL of twilight inevita- 
bly suggests coolness.

If the belief tn a decided change to j

Beach tbe sea breeze from the east nn- 
derrldlng the south wind «jn»i*«tiy 
produced ibe necessary <txM«pbezic 
conditions, for there tbe shadow band* 
were observed by a party of edesttoa 
headed by G. W. Plckard of Boston, 
representing the Blue Hill observatory. 
They were seen to consist of alternate 
bands of dark end light trtrips, the dark 
about one inch wide and tbe bright 
streaks about three men**, moving' to- 
ward the southwest at a rate of about 
eight feet per second. The streaks 
looked like the shadows of a picket 
fence on a rapid march. At Virginia 
Beach dew formed, there was a blight 
haze and the fall of temperature waa 
considerably greater than inland, and 
after the eclipse the sea breeae died out 
and the south wind ruled alone. 


The fleeting character of the weather 


changes brings to mind the really sig- 
nificant weather fact connected with 
the eclipse, and that is its perfect see- 
ing characteristics. And this calls at- 
tention to the signal success of Profess- 
or Willis L. Moore in his forecast of 
"perfect eclipse weather." It was per- 
fect and could not have been bettered 
all along the line from New Orleans to 
Norfolk. 
Oa Saturday, May 26, the 


outlook was bad—very bad—but oa 
Sunday a very dramatic scene was en- 
acted in the Washington office of the 
weather bureau. 
Knowing that 40 


stations, thousands of scientists and 
millions of observers waited anxiously 
for news of the state of the weather, 
Professor Moore had special observa- 
tions taken, and when the first synop- 
tic map was drawn and tbe forecast 
ready be surveyed it with the eye of 
an expert and pronounced the outlook 
unexceptional "clear weather all along; 
the line." The wires all through Lou- 
isiana, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia. 
South Carolina, North Carolina and 
Virginia were open, waiting for the 
word that would bring Joy or dismay, 
and when the authoritative, unequiv- 
ocal message was sent one could al- 
most hear in the Washington office the 
exultation with which the auspicious 
news was received all along the line. 


The eclipse of 1900 has now gone In- 


to history so far as a spectacle is con- 
cerned. It is now left for American 
astronomy to work out the results and 
to add a new and splendid chapter to 
its great record in the domain of solar 
physics, a chapter which should throw 
searching light on the mysteries of tbe 
universe. 


One of the very Interesting side Is- 


sues of the eclipse is that, according to 
mathematical astronomers who saw 
it at Norfolk, the eclipse was five sec- 
onds ahead of the computed time at 
the beginning and one second longer at 
Hhe end. In fact, if Professor New- 
comb's revisions of the mathematical 
tables made 25 years ago had not been 
in use the eclipse would have been one 
minute ahead of reckoning.

The weather was perfect—cool, quiet 


atmosphere. The corona was like the 
1878 and 1899 type, with polar rays and* 
wide equatorial extensions.

This remarkable phenomenon must 
have been dee to the steady air, thus 
making them, when they occur, a me- 
teorological effect.

SKETCHED THE CORONA. 


Some Accurate Observation* of tke> 


Eclipse Secured by Protestor Boy. 
Professor Lewis Boss of the Dudley; 


observatory, at Albany, recently re- 
ceived a cipher dispatch from his first 
assistant, Arthur J. Boy, who was sent 
to Rocky Mount, N. C., to specially, 
observe the corona of the solar eclipse, 
for which he had been specially In- 
structed by Professor Boss, wbo made 
this the feature of his observation of 
the eclipse of 1878, says the New York 
Sun. 
Professor Roy took a station 


apart from the general observation 
parties, and of the results of his care- 
ful examination, briefly given In bis 
dispatch, Professor Boss says: 


"Professor Roy reported that be ob- 


served the total eclipse under perfect 
conditions of weather. 
He secured 


accurate observations of the contact. 
He made a naked eye sketch of the 
corona, which extended about a de- 
gree, or nearly 2,000,000 miles, from 
the sun, but he allowed only a few 
seconds for this work, devoting nearly, 
all his time to the telescopic view. 
Professor Roy's telescopic observation* 
of the corona were very successful in- 
deed. He saw an ertremely interest- 
ing appearance in the southwestern 
part of the corona and made a very, 
careful study with measurements for 
use in his final report. In conclusion, 
Professor Roy said, 'I think I got the 
corona in splendid shape, and I am 
very well pleased with the result'"

England's Colonial Policy 


Editor Transcript— A letter relating 


to the famine in India and British rule 
in general has appeared in your valu- 
able paper. The astonishing amount of 
Ignorant and 
malicious statements 


which it contains call for an answer. 


The writer says that, "previous to 


England's rule famine was unknown in 
India." This is absolutely untrue. Un- 
der the rule of former conquerers of 
India famines were far more frequent 
than at the present day. Millions per- 
ished in former times without any ef- 
fort on the part of the rajahs to alle- 
viate the sufferings 
of the people, 


•whereas the British government has 
done all in its power by means of re- 
lief works, the building of railroads 
and irrigation canals, and by raising 
of vast sums of money In Britain, to 
assist the starving poor and ta keep 
them from perishing. In fact the best 
authorities say that the great increase 
of the birth rate owing to the present 
prosperity of the people, has made 
the problem of feeding thee millions 
more 
difficult 
when, overtaken by 


famine. 


Surely the writer of the "Williams- 


town 'letter does not hold the British 
government responsible for the -want 
of grain, which is the cause of the 
famine. The writer speaks of the na- 
tive industries being destroyed. He 
does not seem to be aware that ma- 
chinery and cotton mills in India or 
elsewhere have taken the place of 
hand labor to a. great extent and even 
threaten by their great increase to 
compete successfully with the mills of 
Lancashire and the United States. He 
speaks of innocent sepoys rebelling on 
account of oppression. As for their in- 
nocence the massacres of Cawnpore 
and numerous other horrors sufficient- 
ly answer that. The cause of their 
mutiny was on acocunt of having to 
bite off their cartridges which were 
greased with tallow and thus caused 
the Hindoo soldiers to lose their caste. 
The stores of grain in India he speaks 
of are 
the property of private in- 


dividuals, Hindoo merchants, and not 
the property of the government. 


The writer says the talk of good 


government of England in her colonies 
is ignorance and prejudice, but what 
kind of igiorance is it that talks of 
England today "governing" her col- 
onies. They are republics in everything 
but the name and B most of them far 
ahead of any other 
government in 


the world. In Australia the govern- 
ment owns the railroads and school 
children 
ride 
free 
to and 
from 


school and Massachusetts was glad to 
borrow the idea of the Australian bal- 
lot from these benighted colonies. In 
New Zealand the government owns the 
railroads— the schooi children travel 
free. There is a labor bureau where 
any man can get work upon applica- 
tion. All profits made on contracts on 
public roads go to the laborers em- 
ployed thereon. There Is compulsory 
arbitration by the state in all labor 
troubles and a pension for oil who 
need it on arriving at the age of 60 
years.. How does this . compare with 
any other government either republic 
or monarchy and where does the "iron 
heel" of England come in?

A cablegram was received tbe other 


day from Dr. Klopsch of New York. 
who bos just completed a tour of • tbe 
famine districts' in tbe Bombay Presi- 
dency, India. He reports a pitiful con- 
dition of affairs, says tbe New York 
gun. 
He found tbe famine campa 


stampeded by cholera and smallpox 
fugitives, who bad come from distant 
points of infection and are now scat- 
tering these diseases in all Directions. 
Many are dying in tbe fields and 
ditches and along tbe roadside. 


At Godhra, about 300 miles north 


of Bombay, In Gujarat district, there 
were 3,000 deaths from cholera In four 
days. Dr. Klopsch saw while there 
16 bodies incinerated, this method of 
disposing of tbe dead being general 
throughout the famine district. 
At 


Donad, 50 miles east of Godhra, be 
found a similar frightful condition of 
affairs, there haying been 2,600 deaths 
from cholera. The air of tbe place 
was stifling, and tbe water was also 
Impregnated with poison from the nn- 
burned dead. 
In tbe hospitals tbe 


death rate was 90 per cent 


At Abmedabad, about 80 miles west 


of Godhra, terrible mortality prevail 
ed among the cattle, rendering them 
wholly unfit for food. 
In the poor- 


bouse at Ahmedabad tbe death 
was 10 per cent dally. The occupant 
of every fourth cot was already dead. 
Tbe thermometer marked 115 degrees 
in the shade. Dr. Klopsch declares 
true tbe stories of bodies being de- 
voured by vultures, dogs and jackals. 


Tbe Indian government Is doing ! 


best to fight back the ravages of fam- 
ine and disease. The native officials, 
however, are heartlessly Indifferent, 
and tbe present condition of a large 
part of India is worse than at any time 
during the century. There are sec- 
tions in which whole families have 
been blotted out. -The spirit of the 
people is broken by suffering, but it ia 
to be feared that the worst is yet to 
come, when tbe monsoon breaks and 
tbe torrential rains flood tbe relief 
camps and a large part of the famine 
area, spreading disease, cholera es- 
pecially. 


The interdenominational missionary 


committee Is now engaged in the dis- 
tribution of relief funds, the $100,000 
lately handed to it from The Christian 
Herald fund having given a great im- 
petus to tbe work. The government, 
press and people of India are profound- 
ly appreciative of the assistance ren- 
dered by the people of the United 
States.

HAWAII'S PLAGUE REMEDY. 


bland Official Tell* How the Bnbon. 


ic Di*eMe W** Stamped Oat. 


Mr. C. H. Dickey of the island of 


Mauri of the Hawaiian group was in 
Bloomington, ills., for a few days, en- 
route to bis home after bis first visit 
to his native land in 18 years. He is 
the son of the late Judge T. Lyle 
Dickey of Ottawa, Ills. He was a 
member of the legislature of Hawaii 
under the regime of Queen Liliuoka- 
lani, and is assessor for the four central 
islands of the group. In an interview 
with a St Louis Globe-Democrat re- 
porter Mr. Deckey said: 


"We are the only people w^io have 


ever stamped out the bubonic plague 
and are proud of this record. Since 
the disease has broken out In San 
.Francisco the government has sent a 


physician to Hawaii to learn how we 
handled it It cost us about $2,000,000 
to get rid of it It broke out in Decem- 
ber and lasted till April, although it 
never became epidemic. There were 
71 cases in Honolulu, about three- 
fourths of them dying. Fifteen blocks 
of buildings were burned, besides nu- 
merous isolated residences. It is a rat 
disease, and these animals must be 


I killed to get rid of it 
In not one of 


our cases could it be shown that the 
disease, was taken from another person 
who bad it All who had it were quar- 
antined by themselves. No one was 
allowed to leave Honolulu. The bodies 
OP the dead were cremated. 
Thou- 


sands of persons had the prophylactic 
serum, which Is a preventive, injected 
Into them. There is also a curative 
serum which is used when It is known 
that one has tbe plague. I think that 
it will soon spread east I do not think 
that San Francisco can ever be quar- 
antined so as to prohibit its spreading. 
Wherever rats are it will go, though, 
of course, a rat prefers an unsanitary 
place. One may live for three days 
after he Is stricken. A few recover, 
but it is frequently the case that they 
die the day that It !• found that they 
havejt 


"We are the only country that has 


ever taken care of our lepers. There 
•re about 1,000 of them, and they are 
kept on an island by themselves. Tbe 
colony is on a flat neck of land, behind 
which Is a high cliff. All conveniences 
potwlble are provided for tbe unfortu- 
nate ones. Band concerts and enter- 
tainment* *rv given for them and 
amusements provided. It to said that 
If the law would allow them to return 
to their homes not more than 100 
would avail t*ems»>*« of tb« oppor- 
tunity."

Scheme to Supply Tbose IitvtnK In 


Remote DlatrlctB. 


Buffalo is to have tbe distinction of 


originating a system by which the in- 
habitant of tbe remotest country dis- 
trict may enjoy the pleasures and bene- 
fits of a complete public.library, saya 
the Buffalo Enquirer. 


Late In 1899 a company was organiz- 


ed and Incorporated under tbe laws of 
the state having this particular library 
purpose In view. It proposes to supply 
hooks to villages, crabs and communi- 
ties that may desire to establish a cir- 
culating library. In any town, village 
or rural community a few people may 
form themselves into a library associa- 
tion and appoint one of their number 
as secretary. 


This secretary will, make out a list 


of the books required, much after the 
manner In which one Is made for a city 
library, and send It to tbe company, by 
which the books will he sent Bach 
member will have the privilege of re- 
taining a book four weeks and of re- 
newing it for four weeks longer, if de- 
sired. He may draw a book every day, 
but can only have one at a time. 


"This plan of a free circulating li- 


brary," said a member of the company, 
"is original with us. As far as we 
know, nothing of the kind has ever 
been attempted before, and on account 
of the great benefits offered at the 
nominal price of |3 a life membership 
we believe we have an institution 
which will soon develop Into national 
proportions. Under this plan the farm- 
ers, their wives, their sons and daugh- 
ter* can form clubs and have coming 
into their homes a stream of the 
choicest literature of tbe age. A dozen 
or more members, by appointing one 
of their number as secretary to look 
after tbe ordering, receiving and ship- 
ping of the books, can derive an In- 
'flnlte amount of enjoyment and in- 
struction. 


"While we expect most of our busi- 


ness to be with clubs of this kind, we 
also look for individuals to send their 
order and be supplied direct by mall. 
People In tbe most sparsely settled dis- 
tricts may thus take advantage of the 
library. 
Catalogues of thousands of 


tbe best and latest literary works will 
be supplied free to all members. The 
(3 life membership fee covers every- 
thing. Our first move will be to bring 
the plan to the attention of the people 
who bare no public library advan- 
tages by means of agents, who will 
form clubs where possible and distrib- 
ute catalogues."

BEE BUZZES. 


Novel aianner In Wtlcb the Famow* 


Captured Boer Conunsmder'B Nepb- 
ew Dragged the Unnupcctinv Brit- 
on* aud Made Them Prisoner*. 
Bow tie DUtfuUed Himself. 


General Cronje, the captured Boer 


commander, had a young nephew, 
Philip Cronje, In the Boer army, who 
Inherited his unele'a marked capacity 
for military strategy. John Cadudal, 
an officer on General de Wet's staff, 
In a letter to a relative In Milwaukee, 
tells a good story In whlcn young 
Cronje, single Handed and alone, ef- 
fected the capture of a dozen English 
scouts, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
The scouts were attached to General 
Hunter's f«rce, which was attempting 
the relief of Mafcking, and was op- 
posed by Boers under Commander Oli- 
vier. The Hnglish were acting on the 
offensive, and their scouts were caus- 


j Ing no little annoyance to Olivier and 


i his men. It was near evening when 


i an orderly rode up and, addressing a 


squad of sharpshooters, said: 


"General Olivier will promote every 


man of a squad who will bring those 
English scouts into camp." 


"Give me my own way about It and 


I will succeed," said young Pbllip 
Cronje, a private. "It's the kind of an 
adventure I am here for. I will try it 
single handed and alone." 


Cronje was a daredevil sort of 


fellow, reserved, but brave. The next 
afternoon brought young Cronje, made 
up BO his own mother would hardly 
have recognized him. He came Into 
camp, a solitary figure, beside a well 
laden but Infirm horse. He looked the 
Dutch settler, but was dressed in more 
of the English style than Is usual 
among Transvaalers. 
A Scotch cap 


bordered a freckled brow. 


In half an hour's time Cronje was on 


his way to a-small kopje to the right 
and slightly in advance of the Boer 
camp. 
Shortly he was hidden from 


view. A keen watch was kept on the 
enemy's scouts, which, with glasses, 
were seen some S1^ miles to the front 
They were circling round, and evident- 
ly bent on knowing every movement 
of their opponent's forces. It was al- 
most dusk when young Cronje was 
seen with his tired steed to be ap- 
proaching them. He had evidently 
made a wide detour and was coming 
from the northwest, while his friends 
were almost directly south. 


It was midnight, the watch bad been 


changed, when the sound of a horse's | 
hoofs were heard rapidly approaching. 
Philip Cronje, mounted on a strange 
but foam covered horse, dashed down 
to General Ollvier's tent. 


"Have an officer take a dozen men 


and come with me, quick," he breath- 
lessly exclaimed. "I've got the whole 
mess where we can get 'em In 30 min- 
utes' ride." 


The order was given. No questions 


were asked. Phil Cronje's word was 
enough. In less time than It takes to 
write it a squad of 15 men were mount- 
ed and following the leadership oil the 
boy. Eight milea they rode, and then 
found" the English scoots. They were 
not under cover; not In camp, but 
stretched out upon the grass in a little 
circle scarcely two rods In diameter. 
Every one was sound asleep and dead 
to the world. They were bound, and In 
perhaps an hour or such a matter they 
began regaining conscionsness. They 
could not understand the predicament 
In which they found themselves, but 
no explanations were vouchsafed. To 
the camp of the Boers the captured 
were taken as prisoners of war, and 
Cronje told his story. 


He bad gone to a farmhouse somo 


distance from camp when starting on 
his Journey. 
In the meantime the 


bousewife had skillfully baked for blm 
several large English plum puddings. 
These were covered with a brandy 
eauce which was well dragged. These 
constituted the pack carried by the 
jaded horse. Then he went on toward 
tbe English lines. When the English 
saw the lone horseman approaching, 
they were In no sense alarmed. Cronje 
went up to them and asked where Gen- 
eral Hunter could be found. He told 
them be bad been commissioned by bla 
father, a loyal subject of ber majesty, 
to take to him several plum puddings. 


Now, General Hunter was some 30 


miles away, and this fact was made 
known to the young stranger, wbo on 
learning tbls information proposed to 
return home. The minute tbe scouts 
bPird him say he was going home they 
bartered for bis load of puddings, and 
before tbe last of the dainties were 
eaten the drugged brandy had taken 
effect and the men were falling asleep. 


Young Cronje was soon afterward 


raptured by the English and killed 
.While attempting to escape.

BIG SECRET SOCIETIES. 


Facts About the "Boxers" and 


Other Chinese Organizations. 


ENEMIES OF MANTOHOO FAMILY, 


Many KvrdeMwu Outrage* Slav* 


Been Committed on Native Chris- 
tian* br the "Boxep«»—The "Black 
Flan" Are Principally Blade lip o< 
Plvate*->rri4«4 Society the Oldest. 
Events nave recently been happening 


In China of which much would have 
been heard in England but for the con- 
centration of the national mind upon 
the war In South Africa, says the Lon- 
don Leader. There Is another big in- 
eurrection on foot, and a cable mes< 
sage told us a few days ago that it ia 
assuming ulanuiug proportions. The 
secret societies, as usual, ace behind 
the movement, and this time it is the 
"Boiers" who have been most active, 
They came into collision with the im- 
perial troops at Yen-Chi and gave a 
good account of themselves. The ac- 
tion is said to have been indecisive, 
which probably means that the Impe- 
rial troops were defeated. 
Prior to 


this they bad been making themselves 
a terror throughout the province of 
Chi-Li, and, to say nothing of murder- 
ous outrages*on a lot of native Chris- 
tians, had assassinated an Englisb mis. 
Eionary named Brooks. 


The "Boxers," known also as the 


"Big Sword society," form only one of 
many institutions with which the Ch? 
nese empire IB honeycombed. They 
are all actuated by the motives under- 
lying their motto of "China For the 
Chinese." The "Boxers" made a great 
parade of their loyalty .to tbe throne 
and pretended that It was only the 
fan kwei—the foreign devils—whom 
they wished to drive out But the em- 
press dowager knows better, and when 
she found that the governor of Shang- 
tung, where they first broke out, was 
encouraging them that masterful wom- 
an promptly superseded him. 


Last year's experience with the 


"Black Flags" was doubtless not for- 
gotten. This society is made up prin- 
cipally of tne pirates and other wilder 
spirits who infest the coast from 
Amoy down to Hainan. They are the 
men who organized the three great re- 
bellions which broke out simultaneous- 
ly at Macao, Amoy and Shanghai Just 
before the Taeplng affair, and they, 
aided by the "Koloa Hul" and the 
fanaticism of the religious Impostor 
who called himself the "Heavenly 
king," were mainly responsible for 
that outbreak. They have fomented 
trouble on several occasions since then, 
and they are by a long way the most 
Inveterate enemies whom the reigning 
Mantehoo family baa to fear. 
Tha 


"Black Flags," it may be remarked, 
are the hardiest as well as the bravest 
of all the people who make up the na- 
tion. 


Another great Chinese society—more 


Important from Its widespread distri- 
bution than the "Black Flags" and 
actuated by the same motive—ia that 
known as the "Koloa Hui." The au- 
thorities made an attempt last year 
to squelch this organization, bet of 
course they did not succeed, though 
they contrived to capture one of the 
leaders, whom they executed with 
much circumstance of brutality. The 
membership roll runs well into the 
millions, and it baa its secret meetings 
la every city of China. Its members 
mast commit murder at the command 
of the order. They are Initiated by 
the drinking of Jsot wine mixed with 
the tracking blood of a cock, killed at 
tho time. The society counts among 
Its members a large number of army 
officials, and the great viceroy of Nun- 
Icing, who died not long ago, was for 
a time an active member. The recent 
troubles in the Shangtung province 
were backed up by the "Koloa Hul." 


The oldest society in China is the 


Triad society, known also as the "Sam 
Hop Hul." It has its lodges, and there 
are flags, banners and umbrellas con- 
nected with it. It holds regular meet- 
Ings, and it forces Inlluential individ- 
uals to join its organization If they 
are not amenable to persuasion. It has 
the power of life and death over Us 
members, who have their own signs 
and passwords. You can tell. It is said, 
whether a man belongs to the order 
by the way he enters a house. Their 
motto is, "Drive out the Tartars," and 
one brooch of the society dated back 
to 1664 A. D., or 20 years after, the

Northern Berkshire Medical 
Association Takes Action 


on Three Matters of 


Importance 


NO MORE CONTRACT WORK 


BY ASSOCIATION MEMBERS 


Present Contracts with Societies Only 


Will Be 
Completed. 
Delinquent 


Debtors Will Be Required to Pay 


in Advance. In Effect June 1 


The members of ttie Northern Berk- 


shire medical association put into effect 
yesterday. June 1, a new schedule of 
fees, which had been decided on at the 
last meeting, in connection with th» 
decision to do no more contract work 
for societies and to establish a "delin- 
quent debtor" list. In Explanation of 
these decisions, the following signed 
statement is given out by a commit- 
tee of the association: 


For six months past the physicians of 


North Adams and vicinity, through 
their well known organization, 
the 


Northern Berkshire Medical Associa- 
tion, have been considering the ques- 
tion of revisin" the schedule of fees 
for medical and Surgical services. At 
the last meeting of this association 
held on Tuesday, May 22nd final ac- 
tion was taken. It is fitting that the 
general public should be informed of 
that action together with the reasons 
tot taking it. Up to the present time 
the usual fee charged for day visits 
within the city limits has been one dol- 
lar. 
This standard was 
established 


when North Adams was a small coun- 
try town. Rapid growth in population 
has produced a demand for homes and 
so the price of land and rentals has 
largely advanced. The change from a 
town to a city form of government has 
perceptibly increased general expense. 
With the general improvement of busi- 
ness all over the country prices have 
gone up, so that today one dollar and 
a half will hardly do what one dollar 
would have done five years ago. Ne- 
cessities of life too have increased. 
Things that were luxuries under a 
simpler mode of living have now be- 
come necessary to all of us. It costs 
more to ive in North Adams than it 
did years ago, and especially so in 
those things that the physician must 
have. 
This condition of things • has 


been recognized for some time by phy- 
sicians living in other towns and cities 
of the state. There is not a town in 
Massa^hnsetts of half the size of North 
Adams where at least fifty per cent 
more is not charged by its physicians 
for their services. Those charges are 
accepted as fitting and proper wherever 
they are made. In order to meet our 
necessary family and professional ex- 
penses, and because we believe that the 
present is an especially fit time to 
makei this Just change, the physicians 
of the Northern Berkshire Medical As- 
»"ciation have decided that on and af- 
t _ ' the first day of June 1900, the stan- 
d_'-u minimum fee for an ordinary visit 
within tl-a city limits including Briggs- 
ville, and made between the hours of 
7 a. m., and 9 p. m., shall be $1.50, be- 
tween the hours of 9 p. m., and 7 a. m., 
shall be $2.00. 


The Delinquent Debtor*. 


Rumors have been curiont for some 


time past, that the physicians of this 
community were p: epanng or had pre- 
pared a black Lst, or dead beat list, 
consisting of the names of all people 
who were in financial arrears to physi- 
sicians. The opinion has become prev- 
alent, judging from a story appearing 
in the daily or weekly papers, that all 
such debtors were to be boycotted by 
their medical creditors. That no one 
could procure the services of any phy- 
sician no matter what might be his 
physical need provided his financial 
condition was such that he could not 
settle for all unpaid services to any 
physician belonging to this Medical 
union, so to speak. This opinion be- 
came so general that one of our legal 
brothers felt it necessary to give us 
some public professional advice upon 
the subject, calling our attention to the 
illegality of our proposed (sic) action. 
It is amazing that a class of men so 
uniformly charitable ag physicians are 
known to be could be so misunderstood 
The story that formed the' basis of the 
newspaper articles was a lie, without 
one particle; of fact at its foundation, 
manufactured out of whole cloth by a 
fellow whose unsupported word was 
not entitled to even a denial. While 
the larger part of the community duly 
appreciate the doctors' work for them 
and tries to pay him promptly there- 
for, there is yet a considerable number 
of people who make it a business to get 
all the medical attention there is to be 
had—for nothing. They go from one 
physician to another, holding fast to 
each as long as is possible without 
having to pay. Now to etop this kind 
of procedure, the members of the 
Northern Berkshire Medical associa- 
tion after much study and consultation 
have devised a plan, and here is Is. 


The man who is accustomed to re- 


ceive many bills, receives a notice from 
the Northern Berkshire Medical asso- 
ciation in which he is informed that 
his name has been given to that asso- 
ciation as one owing the sum of | — 
to Doctor 
, for professional 


services. As the doctor's bill has been 
duly sent him and has not received his 
attention, thirty days are now given 
to him to pay the amount, or to make 
satisfactory arrangerucuts for the pay- 
ment of the same. In default of this, 
his name will be placed among those 
who do not pay for medical services, 
and no member of this association will 
respond to a call from himself or fam- 
ily, unless payment thertfor be made 
in advance. This action, he la told, is 
taken to protect the members of the 
association, and is duly signed. 


Now the mibllc friil notice two 


things: First, this person has an op- 
portunlty given to him to settle the bill 
either by paying the full amount or In 
such way as mar be satisfactory to the 
doctor. Second, he Is not cut off from 
medical attendance In any event. Anv 
physician In the association will do for 
him what any tradesman will do for 
a man he don't know, i. e., deal with 
him on » cash bad*. &'• Is slmaly 


called upon to (tfotoct his credit or to 
low it. The public te informed that 
thin plan was deturmlnod upon by the 
•ocloty something like two months 
paat. It having decided to announce 
It to them only when the final action 
of the society upon th* Jubject of fee 
schedule and another subject that Is 
yet to be presented to you had taken 
place.

•«ci«tr c«*tr»c* Work 


The attention of tha medical profes- 


sion in our cities has of late been called 
to the very rapidly growing abuse of 
what ia called society contract work. 
Bodies of men organize for the purpose 
of mutually Insuring each other againet 
loss by death or sickness. This mutual 
insurance for the protection of each 
individual belonging to the organiza- 
tion was oiigmally an excellent one. 
the sick upon an average basis of ex- 
The plan ot assessment made for the 
purpose of furnishing medical aid to 
pense must be commended for practical 
economy and foresight. The employ- 
ment of a physician whose duty it wa« 
to see that all candidates for admis- 
sion to the society were in sound 
health, and whose dutM It was to at- 
tend to any who might become sick at 
an average price based upon statistical 
information, could work harm to no 
one. But as these organizations have 
grown in number and in membership 
their basis purpose to average the ne- 
cessary exocnses of sickness has chang- 
ed, until the present purpose of ob- 
taining meuical and surgical tieatmeai; 
for the least possible amount that 
heedless 
competition amons 
short 


sighted young1 practitioners' would al- 
low, 
haa prevailed. Physicians just 


entering practice have been induced to 
treat members of these organizations 
at such absurdly low prices per year 
for each member, that at the present 
time we see societies containing large 
numbers of members obtaining- con- 
tracts frdmi physicians to attend them 
at any ancl all times at the rate of 
one dollar a year for each member. 
'This farming1 out process can not but 
work injury) alike both to those prac- 
ticing and those 
practiced 
upon. 


"Earth gets its price for what earth 
gives us." Tjhe less value received, the 
less labor given. You can expect only 
a quid pro quo. No one can give the 
earnest, careful attention that they re- 
quire in sickness to 1000 persons at such 
an atrociously low price., It goes with- 
out saying that the physician contract- 
ing to do such work must slight a large 
part of it, for he is but human, and 
the hours are too short to allow him to 
properly do his work and live. He. ret- 
rogrades mentally and morally by de- 
veloping 
f hasty, and rapid methods of 


work, and the medical profession at 
large suffers a reflected injury from 
his carelessness. That the societies 
too suffer from their short-sighted ef- 
forts to get something for nothing is 
but too evident and it is certain that 
they themselves see the facts to- some 
extent as they are. Many of the mem- 
bers actuated by the desire of getting 
something for nothing, become malign- 
ers, endeavoring to obtain undeserved 
sick, benefits from the .societies. The 
better class of members of the so- 
cieties see this demoralizing tendency. 
Many of them repudiate the services of 
these time servers, and go to other 
physicians who can afford to give them 
the time they have tried to steal from 
the man who had it not to awe. 


Bealizing these unalterable facts, the 


Northern Berkshire Medical associa- 
tion has approached this question as it 
faces it in North Adams with a deter- 
mination to do right, by, our members, 
our profession and the community at 
large. Some of our members are doine 
this work, but doing it we know with- 
out realizing its injustice to themselves 
and those they are doing it for. They 
have undertaken the work for a limit- 
ed period of time and must legally ful- 
fill their assumed obligation. For the 
medical society to demand that they 
should abandon this work before It is 
legally fulfilled would toe an act of 
gross injustice. The men who are do 
ing this work realize the facts that 
have been called to your attention as 
well as do those who are not so en- 
gaged, and they propose to cease from 
doing it as soon as they have honor- 
ably fulfilled their legal obligations. 


By a unanimous vote of the members 


present at th« last meeting of the 
Northern Berkshire Medical associa- 
tion on Tuesday May 22, the following 
resolutions were adopted: 


Whereas, The members otf the North- 


erni "Berkshire Medical association rec- 
ognize that contract work for orean- 
izations of individuals is fraught with 
injustice to the profession at large, the 
physicians employed and the societies 
employing them, and 


Whereas we believe that the philan- 


thropic aims of all good societies will 
be better advanced by the adoption of 
a basis of payment founded upon ab- 
solute and equal justice CO both society 
and physician, thereto1**- be it 


Resolved, That it is the opinion of 


the Northern Berkshire Medical asso- 
ciation that each and all of its mem- 
bers should subscribe to the following: 
agreement to go into effect at 
the 


earliest moment consistent with the 
honorable fulfillment of the present 
legal obligations assumed by any of 
its members- to the societies now em- 
ploying them. 


We, the members of the Northern 


Berkshire medical association individ- 
ually and collectively do pledge our- 
selves and each other not to assume 
the medical or surgical treatment of 
any organization of individuals at a 
fixed price per annum for each mem- 
ber of said association of individuals 
The only basis irf payment for which 
we vill render professional services to 
any organization of individuals shall 
be the schedule of fees of the Northern 
Berkshire Medical association such 
services to be paid for by the organiza- 
tion so employing any of us, upon the 
tendering of an itemized bill at such 
time as may be mutually agreed upon. 


Believing that the general public is 


fully entitled to- the information pre- 
sented in this communication, we ren- 
der it to you freely, asking you to ac- 
cept our assurance of an honest inten- 
tion to deal fairly by you as man to

TAKE PAIKS TO BE COUNTED 


SMIM Suggettim About How to be 


foil on the Mtp 


When the census enumerator appears 


on the doorstep this week or next, it 
Is wiab to remember that he is one of 
50,000 throughout,the country, all en- 
gaged in the same work or rounding 
up the 75,000,000 or so people or the 
United States. This fact lends an air 
of importance and dignity to Questions 
that otherwise might seem a trifle im- 
pertinent. When a man remembers 
that if his name is not recrarde-J, it may 
cut the population |of the countrv 
from 75,000,000 down to 74,999,099, the 
question of seeing: the records j.roperly 
made becomes one of importance. 


It is equally important for the city 


that every person living heie be prop- 
erly credited to North Adams and con- 
sequently all good citizens will aid the 
enumerators in every possib'e way. 
Taking the census of a manufacturing 
city is vastly more difficult than to 
enumerate the people of an agricultur- 
al town, where practically all the in- 
habitants are mutuai acquaintances. 
There is in this city, as in all cities as 
large, quite an element who lodge at 
one place ana take their meals else- 
where. There is also a floating1 element 
who stop where business call them, 
and ,in some instances, it is a difficult 
Question to determine where theyshotuld 
be enumerated. North Adams wishes 
to have the census show as large a pop- 
ulation as facts will warrant, and all 
who might be hard for the enumerator 
to' locate, should see that they meet 
him. 


When a resident is not in the enu- 


merator leaves an Jnaividual census 
card, and puts down in his book the 
number and when to call again. If 
a man is out of town the enumerator 
reports to the special agent for the 
disrict, and the latter sends an indiv- 
idual c<yisus slir> to the man wherever 
he may be, with a request to fill it out 
and return at the earliest opportunity. 
When the slip is returned it '« given 
to the enumerator who enters the fact 
on his book. 


The regular enumerators have no 


special time to start out in the morning 
or for finishing their day's work. They 
are required to get their work done in 
15 days, and can plan their work to 
suit uieiiiwnvea aa fa.i <ts the number 
of hours for each day's enumeration is 
concerned. 


Each enumerator will have a badge 


and will have from 1500 to 2000 persons 
to enumerate on schedules which will 
contain the necessary questions and 
blank spaces for answers. All of the 
enumerators have been tested as to 
their ability to understand these sched- 
ules and to fill them in properly, "and 
this has also given an insight into the 
legibility of their handwritine They 
will know their businese when tlie-v ar- 
rive on the scene, and the little bad«>e 
which they will wear is all the intro- 
duction they will require. 


WILL "FLOP" ALL HE WANTS TO 


Senator Tolman Again States His Ob- 


jections to the Newspapers 


In reporting- a dinner held in Boston 


Thursday night the Boston Herald 
says. 


Senator William Tolman of Pittsfield 


spoke briefly on the progress of the bill 
in the senate, but detailed at some 
length on the- right of a legislator to 
"flop" despite the 
newspapers. He 


argued that senators or representatives 
seeking to serve the state must be in a 
"flopping" frame of jnindfn doing their 
plain duty. Called upon to 
inform 


themselves on a multiplicity of topics, 
often pressed for time, they must keep 
an open mind till called upon to vote. 


The senator saift that he, as well as 


many other legislators had often to 
"flop" suddenly; and do it several times 
a day, if need be, and that he would 
continue to exercise that privilege, 
changing his opinion as often as h% 
chose. The newspapers had criticised 
this privilege in a sensational case, and 
often in other less well known In- 
stances ventured to name the members 
of committees in favor of or asrainst 
pending measures long- before an ex- 
ecutive session was held, when only it 
was possible to know how the members 
stood. Press criticism, he urged, was 
reaching the point where a criminal 
indictment wouidi be the only remedy.
